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The above-identified application is before the PCT Legal Office for consideration of issues 
arising under 37 U.S.C. 371. 



On 10 January 2001, applicant filed national stage papers in the United States 
Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US). The submission included, inter alia, a Transmittal 
Letter (Form PTO-1390), a purported translation of the international application, an unsigned 
declaration, and the basic national fee. 



Both the Transmittal Letter and declaration filed on 10 January 2001 list 
PCT/EP99/04849 as the International Application Number. However, the title of invention, 
International Filing Date, priority date, and name of applicant listed on the Transmittal Letter do 
not correspond with International Application Number PCT/EP99/04849. In addition, the 
International Filing Date, name of applicant, and priority application number listed on the 
declaration do not correspond with International Application Number PCT/EP99/04849. 
Furthermore, the purported translation of the international application does not appear to 
correspond with International Application Number PCT/EP99/04849. Moreover, the copy of 
Form PCT/EB/308 accompanying the national stage papers identifies a different International 
Application Number, i.e. PCT/EP99/04840. Additionally, U.S. national stage papers for 
PCT/EP99/04849 have been filed and assigned U.S. application number 09/744,444. 
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CONCLUSION
